Political Discussions Upon 
the Streets. 


HOW THE WAGKBS WERE MADE. 


The Southern Pacific Company Asks 
for Additional Privileges From 
the City Council. 


The excitement over politics, National 
and local, reached high water-roark yes­ 
terday, completely engrossing the atten­ 
tion of the public and utterly demoral­ 
izing business. The streets were more 
crowded than they have been at any 
time since the day of the Odd Fellows 
parade. The long strain is becoming 
wearisome to every one. and the only 
sentiment which seemea to meet with 
unanimous approval from both sides was 
the one of “Think Heaven, it will soon 
be over!” 
In the open squares, along the edge of 
the sidewalks, and in the doorways of 
public buildings voters were soon every­ 
where gathered in little knots discussing 
the issues of the campaign. 
In a slow 
stroll of a few blocks one could hear the 
pertinent points of the policy of both par­ 
ties pretty well ventilated. At one cor­ 
ner it would be the rain of the navy by 
Republicans and its resuscitation by the 
Democracy. Further along some Repub­ 
lican wonld be found trying to demon­ 
strate the fact that EDgland would own 
this country a year or two after the 
war tax was cut down. Here would be 
heard a lively discussion as to how the 
tariff could benefit the workingman, who 
had nothing to sell save his unprotected 
labor, and there some mention of the 
Murchieon fake hronght out sneers and 
groans. 
The man who wanted to bet but could 
find no takers was omnipresent, and his 
political complexion was, with a few rare 
exceptions, Democratic. For a half an 
hour a man stood in front of the Court 
House with his hands full of gold offering 
$500 straight on the Democratic candidate. 
The $300 bet mentioned in the H e ra ld 
for the last two days was taken yester­ 
day by another Democrat who had 
plunged heavily and wanted to hedge. 
D. M. Ireland came into the H e ra ld 
office during the day and offered to put 
up $400 on Cleveland and $120 on this 
State, that it will go Democratic. Later 
in the day he found a victim and the 
money was paid down over the counter 
of the California Bank. A number of 
offers of money in sums varying from 
$100 to $500 were made at the H e ra ld 
office and the Connty Central Committee 
rooms during the day. At the present 
writing there are still recorded at this 
office the names of men who have sums 
varying from $100 to $500, which they 
would like to risk on the Democratic 
side.Yesterday’s Tribune contained «puoj 
of betting, the statement that Ed. G 
main, the brother of the Chairman of the 
the County Central Committee, was ask­ 
ing odds of two to one to bet on Califor­ 
nia going Democratic. Mr. Germain 
says this is a distortion of the truth. He 
was among a crowd of boastful Republi­ 
cans who declared that they were quite 
willing to bet 5 to 1 that the 
State would go for Harrison. He replied 
that they needn’t make it any higher 
than 2 to 1 and he would put up all the 
money they wanted. It stands to reason 
that no man will bet even when he can 
get odds, and this is the explanation of 
his offer. 
Among the odd bets recorded thus far 
comes one from Uncle Billy Clayton, who 
used to serve as custodian of the city’s 
vags. and drunks. It is a hand organ 
bet with Tom Keefe. If Cleveland is 
elected Uncle Billy will carry and grind, 
at a set time, a hand organ from the 
Pico House to the corner of Main and 
Fourth and back ajzain by way 
of Spring street, 
taking 
up 
a 
collection en route for the Orphans’ 
Home. The forfeit in case of failure to 
comply with the contract will be $100 for 
the orphans. 
A formal ballot was taken by the boys 
at the High School yesterday afternoon, 
which is supposed by the canvass which 
was made beforehand to have gone 
Democratic. The ballots were not 
counted, as the balloting broke up in a 
row and the box was stolen by the Re­ 
publicans. 
A straw ballot in the upper tank of the 
County Jail gave a small Republican 
majority for Harrison and free whisky. 
HOW THE BETTING STANDS. 
The following bulletins were tele­ 
graphed to this city last night, as hav­ 
ing been the ruling figures in the New 
York poolrooms at the close of the day. 
Even money for the general result, 
with the offers in favor of Cleveland. 
One hundred to CO that Hill carries 
New York. 
One hundred to 80 that Cleveland car­ 
ries New York. 
One hundred to 90 that Cleveland car­ 
ries Indiana. 
One hundred to 90 that Harrison car­ 
ries Connecticut. 
Two to 1 that Cleveland carries New 
Jersey. 
One hundred to 90 that Hugh Grant 
will be the next Mayor of New York. 
On the local ticket the only betting 
offered in this city yeBterdav was regard­ 
ing the Sheriff’s contest, the odds being 
100 to 80 in favor of Martin Aguirre. 
Betting on the States is avoided, nearly 
all of the money being on the grand re­ 
sult. A good deal of money was put up 
in the city yesterday, altogether $14,000 
being bet from the hour tne poolrooms 
opened in the morning. There will be 
considerable betting to-day, and odds on 
the States will he offered until evening 
at Rodman’s poolrooms. 
TH£ RIGHT OF WAY. 


T h e K. P . R . R . Oe. Desires F u rth e r 
P riv ile g e s. 
While the matter of the right of way of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
over streets from San Pedro street to 
Alameda, did not come up in the City 
Council yesterday, a petition to amend 
the franchise asked for was filed by the 
Railroad Company. The Southern Paci­ 
fic Railroad Company askes for a fran­ 
chise to cross Clement street.. Pine 
street, Peru street, Paloma street, Wolf- 
skill street, Tennessee street and Little 
Rock avenue. Petitioners ask permis­ 
sion to have their franchise amended so 
as to allow them to construct a track 
from the intersection of Alameda street 
at the point where the right of way ends, 


to the depot at Seventh street. The 
Company also desires permission to con­ 
struct a second track on Alameda street 
south as far as the track goes on that street. 
The Company promises to remove its 
line from »an Pedro streot and to remove 
the lumber yards to a point in the vicin­ 
ity of Pine street. It also agrees to 
grade Alameda street, between Pine 
street and the new depot and to keep the 
street in order. 
Mr. G. J. Griffith, across whose prop­ 
erty the property owners state thev 
wonld rather have the line constructed, 
forwarded to Mr. Humphreys an offer of 
three routes, designated on a map. The 
first route is twenty-five feet wide and 
nearly one mile long, which is offered for 
$25,000. The second route is fifty feet 
wide and is offered for $15,000, and the 
third route, also fifty feet wide, is offered 
for $10,000. These routes are offered on 
the condition that the track be removed 
frjm San Pedro street, and that new 
streets may be opened across the right of 
way, and that a freight and passenger 
depot be erected in ninety days on the 
BriBwalter estate and an agent he kept 
there. 
The petition together with Mr. Grif­ 
fith’s propositions was referred to the 
Board of Public Works, which will act 
on the same on Saturday next.

The first question to be de­ 
cided is by what assessment are we to be gov­ 
erned in arriving at the value of this property,

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THE INQUEST. 


Testimony Relative to the 
Killing of Pietro Paglinso. 


T H E STORY PARTIALLY 
TOLD. 


T h e Boys A rrested and T h e ir Guns 
T ak en A w ay by th e U ncle 
of th e D eceased. 


The Coroner’s jury which was im­ 
paneled yesterday afternoon to decide 
upon the causes which led to the death 
of Pietro Paglinso did not progress very 
far w ith the work. 
A considerable de­ 
gree of interest attaches to this inquest, 
as the evidence taken m ay be of a sort 
to cause the two boye, Stephen Smith 
and Charles Cashen to be held for m ur­ 
der. They were brought in from Pasa­ 
dena yesterday m orning and were taken 
to the County Jail. Their parents ac­ 
com panied them to the inquest and 
w atched the inquest with an intensity ot 
interest which can well be imagined. 
The boys aren f a good family and excel­ 
len t reputation. 
Only three 
witnesses 
were heard. 
Deputy-Sheriff Botello, Dr. 
McGowan 
and F . Paglinso, th e uncle of the dead 
boy. 
Deputy-Sheriff Botello 
testified 
th a t he had gone to the scene of the 
affair and had seen the body with a gun­ 
shot wound in the left breast. 
He 
hunted through the neighboring country 
w ith Deputy-Oonstable Donahue. They 
m et some wood-choppers who gave a de­ 
scription 
of 
two 
boys 
who came 
over the hill which tallied with that 
given 
to 
witness by the uncle of 
th e deceased. He then lost tract of them 
and going to Pasadena, notified Deputy 
Sheriff Slater and gave him a description 
of the boys. Subsequent to the arrest of 
the boys he had a conversation with 
them and one of them said they had not 
taken the guns out of the house, but the 
young Italian himself, 
who 
wanted 
money for them , after he had given them 
up. 
Smith afterward said they had been 
in the shanty where the guns were, ‘,but 
had taken nothing out with him . He said 
they were standing outside by the door 
w hen the young Italian rushed in for his 
gun. They then turned around 
and 
walked away. 
The 
Italian followed 
them down the hill. At this point the 
witness testified that Smith was stopped 
from telling anything turther by his at­ 
torney, who told him to say nothing fur­ 
ther if he wanted him to go on with the 
case. 
W itness had asked Sm ith if he 
had not carried the shot gun. and Smith 
had replied that he had. 
Dr. McGowan testified to having ex­ 
am ined the body of deceased, and that 
he had found the heart filled with bird 
shot. 
F . Paglinso, the uncle of Pietro, testi­ 
fied that his nephew was 1G years old, 
and worked for him on his farm at Syca­ 
more Grove. On Saturday morning last 
he 
saw 
two 
persons 
shooting on 
his farm by the 
watermelon patch. 
One 
had 
a 
shot gun 
and 
the 
other a rifle. H e w ent down to arrest 
them and they ran away. 
He had his 
rifle in his hands and called to them to 
stop in an angry tone of voice. They 
then stopped and he asked them what 
they were hunting. 
They replied they 
were shooting quail. H e asked them 
for a piece of aeer, and said, “ You have 
killed a deer.” 
They said they had 
not killed a deer, and that they came 
from Pasadena. 
H e then asked them 
which road they came to see if they had 
passed by the* notices he had posted 
warning people not no shoot on his farm 
under penalty of the law. They pointed 
out the road and he then arrested them 
and took their guns away. 
He took the 
b o y B to his house and the boys talked 
gently and asked him to let them go and 
they would not come 
back again. 
H e 
told 
them 
th at 
he 
would 
charge them $25 for shooting on his 
place, and they said they would give 
him $15. 
Ho said he did not do this so 
m uch for the money as to be sure and 
keep them away. 
The boys then said 
they would give him $20, ana he said he 
would take it, and told them not to say 
anything about it, as he thought they 
were too young, and he did not want to 
take them to court, as they had to go to 
school. 
He had been informed th at he 
had the authority to arrest persons shoot­ 
ing on his ranch. 
The boys asked him 
to let them have the guns, as they did 
not belong to them , but he said they 
could not have them until they brought 
the $20. 
He told them to come Sunday, 
as he had to go to town, and they said 
they 
could 
not 
come 
on 
Sun­ 
day, and 
th at if 
they found the 
money 
they 
would 
come 
back 
th at day or Monday. 
They asked him 
who would give them the guns if they 
couldn’t find him , and he replied that 
they could “ holler loud” and some of 
the men on the place would hear them 
and would come and give them the guns 
for $20. The boys then went away about 
fifty yards and then asked to be allowed 
to eat their lunch in the house. 
He told 
them to go up to a corner of a little 
cañón where their was water and eat 
their luuch. 
The boys went about ten 
or fifteen yards more and stopped and 
ate their lunch there. 
Witness then left 
and went up the hill to arrest some other 
parties whom he had heard shooting, 
and when he returned the boys were 
gone. The guns were in the house then, 
and he left shortly after for this city 
with a load of wood. 
W hen he returned 
home 
about 
9 
o’clock 
in 
the 
evening 
his 
other 
nephew 
told 
him 
that 
he 
had 
heard 
a 
shot, 
but 
did 
not 
know 
who 
fired it. 
H e went ^nto the house and 
saw Pietro dead on a bed. He then came 
to Los Angeles and notified the Sheriff. 
On his return he looked around and saw 
th at the boys guns were gone. He got a 
lantern and went to the place where his 
nephew had fallen. I t was about GO or 75 
feet away from the house. 
H e saw the 
footprints of the two men, and they were 
the same as those made by the hoys. He 
had noticed the shoes worn by the boys, 
and rem embered the marks they made. 
The testimony of Paglinso was taken 
with m uch difficulty, as he speaks but 
little English, and no interpreter could be 
secured. He showed great irascibility of 
tem per when he was interrupted, ana at 
the end when he was asked by one of 
th e jurym en whether the two young men 
who were seated opposite him , indicating 
Sm ith and Cashen, were the two who 
came to his house, he sprang to his feet 
and gesticulating wildly, declared that 
they were the murderers of his nephew. 
H e was restrained from making any as­ 
sault on them , and apologized for his 
violence, saying that his grief had crazed 
him . 
In order th a t Paglinso might at­ 
tend the funeral of his nephew, which 
was set for 3 o’clock, the jury adjourned 
about th at time and will not come to ­ 
gether again until to-morrow morning.

CHARGED WITH ADULTERY. 


M rs. Ollle T a y lo r, W h o C hargee 
fin a b a n * w ith C ra e lty . 
Mrs. Ollie Taylor, of No. 12 Jackson 
street, was arrested yesterday afternoon 
on a w arrant issued through Justice 
King’s court, charging her with adultery. 
She is a bright, comely young woman, 
who gives her age as only 17. 
W hen 
brought to the station she indulged in a 
long and hard fit of crying, but at last 
became calm enough to talk, and told a 
melancholy story. 
She said that she had been married to 
William Taylor, her present husband, 
two 
years ago at 
Napa 
C ity.^she 
being 
then 
a 
young 
girl 
of 
15. 
H e soon turned out to be a very unsatis­ 
factory life-partner, as he did very little 
for her support, and frequently beat and 
ill-treated her. They lived in a miserable 
fashion, he often coming home drunk 
and threatening her with desperate vio­ 
lence. 
On one occasion about six months ago 
he gave her a terrible beating, as a re­ 
salt of which she was unconscious for 
several hours. H e left the house and the 
neighbors cared for her. 
Taylor went 
away from the city, and was gone so long 
that Ollie hoped she was rid of him. 
There 
was 
some 
furniture 
in 
the

and 
she 
disposed 
of this and and went to work at 
the house of an acquaintance. W hen 
the husband came back he was very 
angry and had Mrs. Taylor arrested for 
theft, but she was discharged. She then 
determined to institute proceedings for a 
divorce, and with # h a t money she could 
save from her earnings she employed a 
lawyer and started the machinery of the 
courts at work to give her the desired 
relief. 
In the meantime Ollie had made the 
acquaintance of a Frenchm an by the 
nam e of Desretus Joseau and the two 
agreed 
to 
m arry 
as 
soon 
as 
the divorce proceedings had come to 
a conclusion. The two secured rooms 
with a German woman at No. 19 Jackson 
street. They had been leading a quiet 
life here for some time when the hus­ 
band discovered them and determ ined to 
have his wife arrested for adultery. The 
fact of the crime appears to be tolerably 
evident as Joseau makes no effort to 
deny it, and their living together is said 
to be known to a num ber of people who 
reside in that viciuity.

TOXSILITLS 
Is an acute inflam m ation of th e tonsils, 
w hich con m m h of a collection or masa of sm all 
m ucous follicles or gland* w hose office Is to 
secrete a portion of th e fluid w hich keeps the 
thr* at m oist 
There are persona who suffer 
every w inter, som etim es oftc-nt r, with an 
attack of acute inflam m ation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness and 
■welling, w hich gradually increases un til the 
set of «wallowing is attended w ith g reat suffer­ 
ing. 
These gland* are som etim es affected by a 
ch ro n ic Inflam m ation, aud are found enlarged 
an d very m uch hardened. In such cases they 
kocrete a th in , 
unhealthy, Irritating fluid, 
w hich la apread over th e throat, perpetuating 
th e disease 
In th e th ro ats of m any young 
persons these glands aie perm anently ao large 
aa to render respiration exceedingly difficult.

8om e m onth» later this 
disposition ia found to have Increased, and to 
ho attended with an occasional desire to swal­ 
low, the p atien t—to uae bis own w ords—feeling 
som ething atlcfclng In his throat.

In the above table we have left Cala­ 
veras, Sonoma, Sutter and Trinity coun­ 
ties as ties. The majorities will be very 
little either way. 
We have left Los An­ 
geles blank. 
In order to overcome the 
Democratic majority, as Bhown above, 
the Republicans will have to carry this 
county by 1,921 votes. 
Can they poll 
this plurality above Cleveland, that is 
the question. 
We do not believe it. 
Whilst we have made the Democratic 
majorities in the above estimates very 
conservative, we have been very liberal 
on the other Bide.

The year 1870 will ever be remembered 
as the dark year in the history of South 
ern California. The Bank of California 
San Francisco,was the great moneyed in­ 
stitution of the Pacific Coast. The de­ 
falcation of its cashier, Ralston, com 
pelled it to close its doors, and the ad 
shook the other banks more or less 
Temple & W orkman’s Bank, of Los An­ 
geles, managed by Republican political 
aspirant8,went down under the pressure, 
owing depositors large amounts. Among 
the heaviest losers was the City of Los 
Angeles, for the sum of about $22,­ 
000! 
The debtors to the bank, among 
whom were m any men of large posses­ 
sions, refused payment, and in several 
instances it was found they had trans­ 
ferred their properties. The Republican 
campaign fund was a large debtor, ditto 
a club association patronized largely by 
leading Republicans. 
A list of their 
nam es appears in the advertised assets 
of the bank, published in the daily Ex 
press, September 17th, 1878. I t is gooc 
reading. 
Mr. Workman, unable to bear 
the mortification of the failure, caused 
largely by robberies, committed suicide 
in his own house at P u en te! 
Mr. Tem­ 
ple, reduced from a millionaire to a beg­ 
gar, lingered along a few m onths, and

their borrowed money are now of the 
party that Dy cartoons and infamous 
methods of procedure are trying to cry 
down the bank that carried the people 
through the crisis, and saved all that was 
saved of the wreck. 
H ad the people’s 
money been in the vaults of the F arm ­ 
ers’ and M erchants’ Bank, there would 
have been no lo9s, and the blood of 
Temple and Workman wonld not have 
stained the hands of some of these people.
